Highest Waters Ever Known in 



The crest of f lie highest tide J 
ever recorded in this city, came' 
at about 12 o'clock last night ' 
when our streets were flooded and 
several houses were partially sub- 
merged, washing away several 
culverts across the streets and 
taking out the lower bridge on 
the old mill race near Kimbrell's 
blacksmith shop. Water was 
running in the floors of the Com- 
pany store and (.lav City Nation- 
al Bank. Most people remained 
up until the waters began to re- 
cede early this morning, and this 
came as a surprise to them, as 
they fully expected the river to 
continue rising until today at a- 
buut 12 o'clock, owing to the 
heavy rainfall which came at dif- 
ferent times yesterday, the last 
of which fell at about 5 o'clock, 
as ordinarily the river rises from 
12 to 24 hours after the last rain 
falls. 

Two bents of Jhe railroad tres- 
tle at the second bridge between 
this city and Stanton have been 
washed away, hk has the trestle 
on the western side of the citv 
been twisted out of alignment, 
♦ hus Olay City will be isolated 
for a tew days at least, 80 far at 
railroad traffic is concerned 

Fully 5,000 persons are report- 
ed drowned ai Dm V toil, O , the 
resuli of the breaking of the res 
ervoir walls and the levee hanks 
and the inundating of the city. 
Of these 400 are school children, 
believed to have heen destroyed 
when the building in which they 
were housed was submerged. 
Bodies of the dead are report- 
ed as floating in the streets and 
the river has carried more away, 
(iov. Cox's information is that 
;}(),000 are homeless. 

At Delaware, O., the dead 
may go to 100. A catastrophe is 
reported at Hamilton, O., in 
which hundreds are said to have 
lost their lives, but these reports 
a n not be continued. Loss of life 
and suffering are general thiough 
Ohio, with bridges gone and 
tratlic stopped. One hundred 
thousand are reported homeless 
in ludiaua, with 200 deaths re- 
ported at Peru. Indianapolis is

In Defense of the Fox. 

A writer in Southern Agricul- 
turist says: 

"i am a farmer and can appre- 
ciate the move to give fur-bear- 
ing animals some protection, as I 
know the tur bearing animal, ev- 
ev if he d *l occasionally catch a 
chichen, :s a friend to the farmer. 

Foxes not only destroy field 
mice and the like— pests that do 
damage to crops, fruit and forest 
trees, mat would be hard to esti- 
matt — hut they feed on grouml 
hogs, which also do gre»l uaimtge 
to crops. 

Ground hogs almost ruined for 
me a field of soy bens af er foxes 
became scarce here. Foxes kill 
ground hogs when they are about 
half grown and feeU their young 
on them. Wheu a fox eats a 
ground hog lie leaves its pell 
wnmg sole out. I have fouiui 
many wl these pelts at Hie den 
where foxes haU young. 

i nave been a sheep raiser all 
in) nte, auu have BBUWN foxes 
lo Have young m deus located in 
Holds where my ewes had their 
lambs, but. 1 never losi a lamb by 
foxes. Foxes became so scaue 
liere that we had lo have a law 
passed to protect them. We 
have also hud a law passed to 
preveut killing of skunks for two 
years. Skuuks kill grubs, mice, 
etc., that destroy our crops. 

it is often the case that, when 
p.'gs'aud lambs die the fanner, 
instead ot burying them, throws 
I Beta in some out-of-the-way 
place. W hen the mother fox does 
not meet with good success m 
finding moles, mice, etc., she 
picks up a dead lamb, or pig, or 
lowl, and takes it to her young. 

The legs of pigs and lambs arc 
occas.onally found around the" 
fox's den; and this evidently 
gives tiie farmer ground for sav - 
ing that foxes have taken his pigs 
or lambs, wheu, as a matter of 
fact, they are remnants ot dead 
.tuim.ils tound by the fox. 

It is as natural for a fox, on 
finding a dead lamb or pig, to eat 
It or to lake it to a deu as il is 
lor a uog to eat anv dead annual 
lie uuos. It is also my opinion 
that when one finds ftathers u- 
bout a fox den or a trace ot game 
birds or fowls in the stomach ot 
the fox, this is usually a result of 
the fox's finding dead fowls 
thrown in an out-of-the-way place 
or game birds dead or crippled 
by the man with the gun.
